HEREAS it has. been in the cpntetnpration of 
fome pvojedors in England, to build a bridge from Holy- 
liead to the HiH of Howth, for the more intimate con- 
nexion of Great Britain and Ireland ; and whereas the 
fcheme offered to the overfeers in- Ireland, by Williani 
Pitt, the principal architcfl:, has not been approved of; 
it is therefore refolvcd by the faid architcfl, . tliat he will 
leceivenew propofabfonhe intended {IruSure. Now 
thofe pcrfons who are wiliini» to propofj- to carry this 
«iefign into execution, arc dcfircd to apply either in 
England to ihcaforcfaid William I'itt, or in Ireland to 
liis journeyman^ Signer Caflico Reanili, who will pro- 
inife to give every encouragement to, and amply reward 
fuch workmen or comman labourers, as will engage t<j 
go chearfully and patientry through the fatigue and 
hardflvp fuch an undertaking fhall require. . 

The bridge muft be built of the firongefl and moft 
durable materials, (thatformerly built over the Tweed, 
to unite England and Scotland, ha"ing, from the nature 
of the llruCtiirc, been twice or thrice in great danger of 
being demolia,cd.) It is neccffiiry to mention, that the 
foundation at Holyhead will be more eafily laid than 
that at Howth ; much digaing and darning will be requr- 
fite; on the Irifh fide the Fmv muft be well grouted,_ 
that they may be able not only to fupport the weight of 
the fuperftrufture, but have ftrength fufficient to refift 
the force of the tides, which will conftantly and regular- 
ly beat againft them ; therefore a proper extraordinary 
allowance will be made to every common labourer, v/ho 
will contribute his helping hand to forward this great na- 
tional work. As this bridge, when built, wdl be in 
danger from, foreign foes, it muft be fo conftruaed, that 
if attacked, it may be ftrong enough to refift every at- 
tempt thalftiall be made on it.
